THE  WESTON  NURSERIES  are  located  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  Town  of  Weston,  13  miles  from  Boston,  on 
Route  23.  Coming  out  from  Boston  follow  Commonwealth 
Avenue,  Route  23  begins  about  one  mile  after  crossing  Charles 
River  Bridge  at  Norumbega  Park.  (This  Spring,  Routes  20A 
and  23  will  be  abandoned  and  Route  30  will  take  their  place.) 
Following  this  route  towards  Cochituate  and  just  before  cross¬ 
ing  Wellesley  Street,  our  new  office,  greenhouse  and  sales 
grounds  are  located  on  your  right. 

Our  main  nursery  of  50  acres  is  located  on  Winter  Street, 
which  is  the  first  public  road  on  your  left  after  crossing 
Wellesley  Street,  and  it  turns  off  the  main  road  directly  in 
front  of  the  pine  growth. 

Visitors  are  always  welcomed  to  both  places  and  questions 
concerning  garden  problems  gladly  answered.
